A team of explorers is aim¬ 
ing to become the first to 
ever reach “the other North 
Pole”, including one man 
from Stoneleigh who quit his 
job in finance and discovered 
a love of adventure. 

Mark Edwards, 37, is cur¬ 
rently going through intense 
training for the Ice War¬ 
rior Project, which involves 
an 800-mile trek across the 
Arctic to reach the North¬ 
ern Pole of Inaccessibility 
- the furthest point from the 
Arctic Ocean and 200 miles 
further north than the Geo¬ 
graphic North Pole. 

He said: “I’ve not done 
anything like this before. 
I’ve been to Antarctica, but 
only as a tourist on a boat. 
I’ve done outdoorsy stuff like 
going on treks, but nothing 
quite the same. 

“I quit my finance job a 
couple of years ago and went 


travelling. I spent a lot of 
time in Patagonia. After that 
I was looking for stuff like 
this. It sounded scary at first, 
but interesting. 

“Five years ago when I 
was sitting behind my desk I 
would never have been inter¬ 
ested.” 

Mark, who lives in High- 
field Drive, is one of a large 
group of amateurs on the ex¬ 
pedition, beginning in Febru¬ 
ary, when temperatures can 
be minus 50 degrees Celcius 
and there is little daylight. 

Split over four 20-day trips, 
with each person taking part 
in at least one, the group will 
gather data about tempera¬ 
ture, wind and snow and ice 
depth and coverage to help 
scientists understand cli¬ 
mate change. 

They will be trekking via 
the Magnetic North Pole 
to confirm its location, our 
knowledge of which often re¬ 
lies on predictions. 

The group has been train¬ 
ing in Svalbard and Dart¬ 
moor, learning things such 
as rope-work, polar camping 


skills, medical skills and ski¬ 
ing. 

Mark said: “I’m a little 
nervous, but the training has 
given me confidence. It’s a 
bit daunting to think about - 
especially when I look at the 
map of where we’re going. 
It’s really exciting, though. 

“I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to going somewhere 
untouched by humans. And 
to do it in a team will make it 
really special.” 

Leading the expedition 
will be world-renowned polar 
explorer Jim Mcneill, who 
has twice failed to reach the 
pole. 

He said: “I’m delighted 
to see ordinary people from 
all walks of life committing 
themselves to achieving 
something quite extraordi¬ 
nary.”

The best lager in the world 
belongs to a Reigate man, ac¬ 
cording to judges at the 2017 
IWSC Beer Awards. 

Hofmeister Helles was re¬ 
launched last year, 13 years 
after being taken off shelves 
due to lagging sales. 

A group of beer-loving 
brewing enthusiasts has 
returned the brand to its 
Bavarian roots, with it now 
being made in one of only 
four certified slow brewers in 
Germany. 

The new recipe uses only 
mineral water from the brew¬ 
ery’s own well, local bar¬ 
ley malted in the brewery’s 
malthouse and hops from the 
nearby Hallertau region - 
unrecognisable from the old, 
mass-produced standard la¬ 
ger from its 1990s pomp. 

Spencer Chambers, co¬ 
founder of Hofmeister Brew¬ 



ing Company, said: “This 
time last year we had exactly 
zero customers and zero cre¬ 
dentials. Today we are now 
stocked in 150 of the UK’s 
best pubs, bars and restau¬ 
rants including Piano Bar 


and Bierkellers nationwide. 

“We have worn out the 
leather on our shoes and 
dragged suitcases of beer 
up more staircases than we 
like to remember; our entire 
families, even our mothers, 
have pitched in to help sell as 
many bottles as possible.” 

The lager not only beat the 
multinational brewers in the 
awards’ blind taste test; it is 
also the first lager ever to be 
awarded five stars. 

Tim Hampson, judge and 
chairman of the Beer Writ¬ 
ers Guild, said: “It is a gentle, 
highly complex beer, which 
showcases lager brewing at 
its best and the importance 
of good quality raw materi¬ 
als. It’s light, bright and very 
drinkable. Very well bal¬ 
anced.

Flooding tax 
on the agenda 

Funding options to reduce future events

A “flood tax” for Surrey 
homes was discussed by the 
county council’s cabinet on 
October 31. 

Blaming a lack of cash re¬ 
serves to pay for the county’s 
expected £100million contri¬ 
bution to the River Thames 
Scheme, aimed to reduce the 
impact of future floods, the 
council is to discuss funding 
options. 

Council officers have rec¬ 
ommended asking the gov¬ 
ernment to pay Surrey’s 
share, either up-front or in a 
loan. 

However, at the cabinet’s 
request, the report also iden¬ 
tifies the possibility of rais¬ 
ing the money through an 
addition to Council Tax or a 
levy. 

It estimates between 
£3.1million and £9.3million a 
year could be raised through 


an increase of between 0.5 
per cent and 1.5 per cent in 
Council Tax - meaning a rise 
of up to £19.02 a year for band 
D homes. 

This is far beneath the es¬ 
timated £100million the coun¬ 
cil could be asked to pay. 

Any Council Tax increase 
of more than 2 per cent will 


currently trigger a referen¬ 
dum, except if it is to pay for 
adult social care, which al¬ 
lows a larger increase. 

The report suggests ask¬ 
ing Communities and Local 
Government minister Sajid 
Javid to allow the council to 
do the same to pay for flood 
defences.

Surrey firefighters and builders team up for crane rescue practice in Epsom 


Scale the heights in dramatic rescue 


What happens if a crane driver has a 
heart attack or an accident in the cab 
while hundreds of feet in the air? 
Firefighters from across Surrey joined 
together to practice complex crane 
rescues on a building site in Epsom. 
Crews from Leatherhead, Epsom and 
Banstead have attended four training 
sessions throughout the year, practising 
line rescue techniques that could be used 
to rescue someone from a tower crane. 
Building contractor Speller Metcalfe 
gave the crews access to the site, at 
Woocote Grove, off Chalk Lane, where 
the headquarters for design consultancy 
Atkins are currently being built. 

Site manager Stephen Clark said: 

“Each practical scenario was a new and 
valuable learning experience for all 
involved. 

“We have now been able to adapt our 


plans on site to accommodate what we’ve 
learned, ensuring the smoothest possible 
rescue in the event of an emergency on a 
crane.” 

In carefully-staged scenarios, the 
firefighters used lines and aerial ladder 
platforms to practice extricating a 
casualty from the top of a 35-meter tower 
crane. 

The exercises provided the fire fighters 
with a rare opportunity to carry out 
practical training on a live building site, 
as well as giving crane operators and 
other site operatives an insight into how 
they could best assist the emergency 
services in the event of a real-life crane 
rescue. 

Crane Driver Terry Stephens and Lift 
Supervisor Theo Dinev were on hand 
during the training sessions to advise 
members of the fire service of specific 
requirements of the crane on site. 


Anniversary of 
vital foodbank

This October was the five- 
year anniversary of Epsom 
and Ewell’s food bank, but 
organisers say it’s no cause 
for celebration that “there are 
hungry people who can’t af¬ 
ford to feed themselves.” 

Since opening in 2012, the 
food bank has fed almost 
12,000 people, provided 160 
tonnes of food and given over 
200 hours of volunteering a 
week. 

The project has also further 
developed to include three 
other centres at Leatherhead, 
Tadworth and Banstead. 

Team manager Jonathan 
Lees said: “When we set it up 
in 2012 we had no idea that we 
would still be going after so 
many years. There were peo¬ 
ple sceptical that our commu¬ 
nity even needed a foodbank.” 

Last year’s figures for peo¬ 
ple using the food bank were 
down by one per cent and vol¬ 
unteers were optimistic that 
the tide had turned, but this 
year there was a nine per cent 



rise in demand on previous 
years. 

Mr Lees said: “Our current 
target is to support people 
coming in so that clients don’t 
need to come back, they can 
restart their lives and move 
on from the crisis.” 

Epsom and Ewell food bank 
also offers furniture, cooking 
courses, support, counselling 
and signposting to other agen¬ 
cies. 

Most of the food banks us¬ 
ers are single males, with the 
second-largest group being 
single-parent families. There 
are also a mix of people on 
low-incomes or on benefits, 
including universal credit for 
which payments are said to 
delayed by around six weeks 
whenever there are adminis¬ 
tration problems. 


Mr Lees said: “We had 
someone who lost their job be¬ 
cause they physically couldn’t 
do that work anymore, and we 
had another guy who used to 
work on the roads tarmacking 
but he got too old.” 

One of the biggest problems 
facing food banks, including 
in Epsom and Ewell, is the 
difficulty in obtaining and 
storing fresh food for their 
clients. 

Mr Lees said: “We do work 
with a number of supermar¬ 
kets that we get some fresh 
food from, then in the sum¬ 
mer we get a lot of stuff from 
allotments.” 

The food bank is part of 
the Trussell Trust and relies 
on the support from indi¬ 
viduals, churches, agencies, 
businesses and schools - be it 
with food, time, furniture or 
finances. 

Mr Lees added: “Let’s hope 
and pray that after the next 
five years we won’t still be 
here.”

On the Depart¬ 
ment of Education (DfE) 
website it is very clear 
this score comes under the 
category ‘Average’ when 
compared to all schools 
nationally. We would go 
further than this headline 
figure and like to point out 
that when you compare 
Ernest Bevin’s Progress 
8 score with the national 
Progress 8 score for boys 
of -0.24, our Year 11 leav¬ 
ers (all boys) make well 
above the national average 
in terms of amount of 
progress achieved dur¬ 
ing their time at Ernest 
Bevin. 

Progress 8 is only 
one of the four headline 
figures published by the 
DfE and it is extremely 
misleading to use it on its 
own to make a judgement 
about a school.

We want lighter evenings all year round 


Fiddling with my clock for 
the umpteenth time I was 
reminded its high time I had 
more sunshine in my life. 

I know it’s a perennial is¬ 
sue, but if it was good enough 
to defeat Hitler, will save 
lives, help us protect our 
planet and make our kids bet¬ 
ter at sport then it’s got to be 
a good thing. 

So, support my campaign 
for a scheme which can 
achieve all these things by 
giving you an extra hour 
of daylight. Single/Double 
Summer Time (SDST) would 
see the clocks permanently 
moved forward by one hour 
during the winter - October to 
March. 

Between March and Oc¬ 
tober, British Summer Time 
(BST), they would be moved

a further hour forward. This 
would create lighter evenings 
in the winter as well as the 
summer. SDST simply seeks to 
make the most of the daylight 
hours available to us. 

Experts say fewer people 
would be injured and killed 
on the roads - that, in itself, 
is reason enough for the 
change. Add to this support 
from the Department for Busi¬ 
ness, Energy and Industrial 
Strategy because it believes 
energy savings would be con¬ 
siderable and you have a rock 
solid case for change. 

I remain convinced many 
MPs support the idea but are 


not prepared to back it politi¬ 
cally because of concerns at 
how the Scots would react. 
Double daylight saving (DDS) 
would mean longer winter 
days and shorter summer 
ones north of the border but 
this is not enough reason to 
hold back. The time is right for 
change. 

The last time DDS was used 
in this country, and Scotland, 
was during the Second World 
War when it was used to great 
effect to help defeat Hitler. 

The idea of British Summer 
Time was first proposed by a 
keen Petts Wood horse-rider, 
William Willett, in 1907 and a 
year after his death in 1915 
Germany adopted the idea. 
Not to be disadvantaged 
during the war, the UK did the 
same within a few weeks. Day¬ 


light Saving Time remained in 
force until the Second World 
War when British Double 
Summer Time (two hours in ad¬ 
vance of GMT) was introduced 
to increase productivity. 

Sadly, once Adolf was seen 
off, this was dropped again 
and extra leisure time in the 
evenings was lost. I think it is 
high time to bring it back. 

Plus, hands up, it would 
avoid mistakes like the one 
we made last week with the 
clocks! My apologies.

THE KILLING OF A SACRED DEER (15): Greek director 
Yorgos Lanthimos and regular co-writer Efthymis Filippou 
draw loosely on Greek mythology for a twisted and be¬ 
guiling morality tale that tests one beleaguered father’s 
love to breaking point. Revenge is served ice cold, gar¬ 
nished with shavings of creeping psychological dread, 
set to a discordant soundscape by Johnnie Burn that 
artfully juxtaposes classical music with an a cappella ren¬ 
dition of Ellie Goulding’s dancefloor hit Burn. Like all of 
Lanthimos’ earlier work, the film is distinguished by the 
quality of the writing and he skilfully employs staccato 
lines of dialogue to pique curiosity and set our nerves on 
edge. Colin Farrell and Nicole Kidman deliver haunting 
performances as parents gripped by fear, the latter lay¬ 
ing herself bare for disconcerting sex sequences, while 
Barry Keoghan oozes righteous rage as a son on a mis¬ 
sion to assuage grief with a sacrifice. A blackly humor¬ 
ous scene with a shotgun is a jawdropping flourish that 
reminds us of the writer-director’s ability to smack gobs 
without straining credibility. Lanthimos gleefully plays with 
madness and almost nudges us over the edge of sanity 
with the characters. 

THE SON OF BIGFOOT (PG): A bullied teenager’s 
tragic past is exposed as a lie in Jeremy Degruson and 
Ben Stassen’s computer-animated romp, which hangs 
a traditional rites-of-passage story on the existence 
of an untamed creature from American folklore. Each 
moral-heavy interlude is accompanied by a pop rock 
soundtrack courtesy of Belgian band Puggy, which is 
either infectious or irritating depending on your musical 
proclivities. The quality of the animation is solid and a 
couple of chase sequences neatly alternate between first 
and third-person perspectives to give a sense of inertia. 
A linear script co-written by Bob Barlen and Cal Brunker 
is skewed towards younger audiences, with fleeting and 
random pop culture references like a roadside poster that 
references the Breaking Bad TV spin-off, Better Call Saul. 
Character development is two-dimensional and the film’s 
bouffant archwillain isn’t remotely threatening, which di¬ 
lutes dramatic tension in the explosive closing frames. 
CALL ME BY YOUR NAME (15): If the precipitous act of 
falling giddily in love could be distilled, the resulting nectar 
would surely taste as bittersweet and intoxicating as Call 


Me By Your Name. Adapted from Andre Adman’s novel, 
Italian director Luca Guadagnino’s sensual, rhapsodic 
and gorgeously restrained romance is a film to reinvigor¬ 
ate your belief in the power of cinema to perfectly reflect 
the vagaries of the human condition. Screenwriter James 
Ivory spares us neither intense pleasure nor body-shak¬ 
ing anguish as he details the passionate affair between a 
precocious 17-year-old boy (Timothee Chalamet) and an 
older man (Armie Hammer) against the sun-kissed back¬ 
drop of 1980s northern Italy. Like Brokeback Mountain, 
Guadagnino’s immaculately crafted picture delicately 
transcends the sexual orientation of the lead couple, 
speaking eloquently to anyone who has experienced 
an irrational rush of blood to the head in the name of 
amour. There aren’t enough superlatives to lavish on the 
lead performance of 21-year-old Chalamet, who learned 
Italian, piano and the guitar in three months to perfect em¬ 
body his lovesick teenager. Every facet of the character’s 
delirium and despair is captured in exquisite detail on his 
face, including an extraordinary final unbroken shot over 
the closing credits that guarantees no-one leaves the 
darkened cinema with dry eyes and an unbroken heart. 
THOR: RAGNAROK (12A): Three is the magic number 
for Marvel Comics’ dreamy incarnation of the hammer- 
wielding Norse god of thunder. Portrayed on screen 
since 2011 by Chris Hemsworth with flowing golden 
locks, gym-sculpted abs and laid-back Antipodean 
charm, Thor finally gets into an otherworldly groove in 
this third solo outing directed to the comic hilt by Taika 
Waititi. The celebrated New Zealand film-maker and a trio 
of screenwriters adhere to a classic three-act structure 
for their heady brew of rip-roaring action adventure, bone- 
dry humour and dazzling spectacle that positions this 
gung-ho chapter closer to Guardians Of The Galaxy than 
its brawny predecessors. The heavenly convergence of 
direction, writing and performance would align perfectly 
if Cate Blanchett was allowed to fully inhabit her snarling 
villainess, who sets in motion the prophetic downfall of the 
kingdom of Asgard. Two additional scenes are nestled in 
the heaving bosom of the end credits to ensure diehard 
Marvel fans leave on a high. 

BREATHE (12A): Breathe is the inspirational true story of 
a dapper young man (Andrew Garfield), who contracted

polio in 1950s Kenya and was confronted with the grim 
reality of spending his final days confined to a hospital 
bed, paralysed from the neck down and reliant on ma¬ 
chines to carry out basic bodily functions. 

Encouraged to embrace life by his spirited wife (Claire 
Foy) rather than shrink from it, the patient blazed a defiant 
trail by venturing outside of the hospital ward in a special¬ 
ly constructed wheelchair fitted with a battery-powered 
mobile respirator. There are strong echoes of The Theory 
Of Everything in Andy Serkis’ directorial debut, which is 
anchored by sterling performances from Garfield and 
Foy as the married couple, who believe the strength of 
their love and the enduring power of the human spirit will 
prove science wrong. Scriptwriter William Nicholson cuts 
back and forth between the central love story and medi¬ 
cal miracles, delivering gentle tugs to our heartstrings as 
setbacks embolden the seemingly powerless to risk eve¬ 
rything for one more day in the sun. 

GEOSTORM (12A): Dean Devlin, producer of Godzilla, 
Independence Day and its sequel, nestles in the direc¬ 


tor’s chair for the first time to wreak meteorological havoc 
in a big budget action thriller co-written by Paul Guyot. 

By turns preposterous and mind-numbingly predictable, 
Geostorm hoards every disaster movie cliche and regur¬ 
gitates them in a blizzard of special effects wizardry that 
blows itself out well before the film’s laughable final hour 
replete with a countdown to the apocalypse. In the near 
future, Earth has been devastated by a series of natural 
catastrophes, which have resulted in the deaths of mil¬ 
lions of people.

So that you're prepared for that conversation, 
however, there are a few options which you may wish to 
consider. Firstly, whether a financial transaction linked 
to the deposit should be a gift or a loan and if the latter, 
whether interest will be charged. 

The advantage of gifting the money is that for 
the purchaser, they're likely to be able to bring their 
purchase forward and proceed more quickly than if 
they'd had to save up for the deposit themselves. The 
downside for the parents or other donors, however, is 
that their cash reserves, which they'll have no doubt 
built up over many years, will be quickly depleted. 

The Bank of Mum & Dad can, however, also be 
utilised in other ways and both equity release and 
loans against existing family properties can prove 
advantageous in this respect - depending, that is, on the 
individual's circumstances. 


In the case of releasing cash from the family home 
via equity release, the impact to both the parents and 
other family members further on in life needs to be 
factored in to avoid surprises and disappointment at a 
later stage. 

Another option to potentially consider would be 
purchasing the new property in joint names with both 
the first-time buyer and parents appearing on the 
mortgage and title deeds. However, with changes to 
taxation around owning more than one property having 
come in to force in recent times, any parent considering 
this option should seek expert legal and financial advice 
to fully understand the tax implications of owning two 
homes. 

With the range of options fully considered, there's 
another major question to askyourselves and that is

The EcoSport, Ford’s most 
compact SUV, has been 
substantially improved, with 
smarter styling, a completely 
upgraded cabin, a fresh 4WD 
option and an efficient new 
1.5-litre diesel engine. Jonathan 
Crouch reports... 

BACKGROUND: Ford didn’t rush into 
bringing us a supermini-based Crossover 
model. Indeed, the market was awash 
with the things by the time the brand 
brought us its own take in this genre, the 
Fiesta-based EcoSport, in the Spring 
of 2014. Even so, there were signs that 
all was not quite right with the product 
planning. Early buyers questioned the 
car’s refinement, its driving dynamics, 
its interior and the need to drive around 
with a huge great spare wheel hanging 
off the back of the tailgate. Fortunately 
though, Ford was listening. So, the 
brand has been continually moving to 
rejuvenate the car. In 2015, tweaks to 
the suspension improved the ride, plus 
buyers got the option to do without the 
rear-mounted spare wheel. In 2016, a 
pokier 140PS 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
engine was added in at the top of the 
range. A year on from that, the EcoSport 
was morefundementally revised, with 
sleeker exterior looks, an all-new cabin 
and afresh 1.5-litre EcoBlue diesel 
engine, all of this creating the rejuvenated 
model line-up we’re going to look at here. 
As before, the chunky looks offer up a 
bit of Amazonian attitude, even if in truth,

this car is more CBeebies than SAS in its 
take on hostile streetlife. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: The 

EcoSport now gets a choice of five 
engines, three petrol units and two 
diesels. Petrol-wise, Ford’s award-winning 
1.0 EcoBoost three cylinder engine is 
available in 100, 125and 140PSguises. 
The 125PS petrol variant can be ordered 
with the option of auto transmission. If 
you want a diesel, there’s the choice of 
a 100PS 1.5TDCi unit and front wheel 
drive or Ford’s latest 1.5-litre 125PS 
EcoBlue powerplant mated eitherto front 
wheel drive ortothe brand’s ‘Intelligent 
All Wheel Drive’ system. Intelligent All 
Wheel Drive measures how the car’s 
wheels are gripping the road surface and 
can adjust torque delivery up to 50/50 
between the front and rear wheels in 
under 20 milliseconds -twenty times 
quickerthan it takes to blink. The system 
seamlessly transitions torque between all 
four wheels and provides a more secure 
footing on the road especially in slippery 
conditions. We’ve yet to try the new 
EcoSport but Ford says that this model 
has been developed to deliver ride and 
handling tuned specifically for customers 
in Europe, with optimised springs, 
dampers, spring aids, steering gear, 


Electronic Stability Programme settings 
and steering assistance profiles. 
DESIGN: The EcoSport’s styling has 
been brought more into line with the look 
of Ford’s larger SUVs, the Kuga and the 
Edge. A more sculpted bonnet with a 
central bulge delivers a cleaner front-end 


appearance and the front-end design is 
now dominated by a smarter trapezoidal 
grille design and distinctive angular 
headlights that incorporate LED daytime 
running lights. Angular fog light housings 
complete a front three quarter profile 
that was apparently inspired by the 


straps of a rucksack and was designed 
to reflect an adventurous character. 
The EcoSport’s rear bumper and tail 
light designs have also been revised 
to deliver a cleaner, more sculpted 
appearance. Customers can continue 
to choose a boot-mounted spare wheel 


option. Inside, there are easier to use 
controls and soft-touch materials, plus 
a new centre console featuring fewer 
buttons. New seats designs improve long 
distance comfort and there’s an optional 
adjustable interior lighting system that 
can be set to one of seven colours. Smart 
stowage solutions include a new height 
adjustable bootfloorthat can be raised to 
provide concealed storage, or lowered to 
increase luggage capacity to 334 litres. 
That new centre console features a built- 
in folding, sliding passenger armrest with 
a storage compartment ideal for tablet 
computers or snacks. That side-hinged 
tailgate still accesses a load space that 
Ford reckons is big enough to swallow 
a 560-litre washing machine - once the 
60/40 split rear seats are folded, that is. 
MARKET: As before, most EcoSports 
wuill be sold priced in the £ 16,000 
to £20,000 bracket. At the top of the 
range, there’s a sporty ‘ST-Line’ variant. 
Equipment levels have been improved and 
now include Ford’s sophisticated ‘SYNC 
3’ communications and entertainment 
system, which is compatible with Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto smartphone¬ 
mirroring systems. The ‘SYNC 3’ 
set-up is supported byafloating colour 
touchscreen, which can be operated with 
pinch and swipe gestures and is available 
in 6.5 and 8-inch sizes. Base models 
make do with a smaller less sophisticated 
4.2-inch monitor. Goforthe bigger 
displays and you’ll be offered the option 
ofa‘B&0 PLAY’ 10-speaker surround 
sound system.

Sutton United boss Paul Doswell is 
hoping more than 500 fans will roar 
the U’s on as they bid to claim 
another notable FA Cup scalp when 
they travel to Cambridge United in 
the first round on Sunday 

The club’s ticket office has done 
steady business since details of the 
eagerly-anticipated trip to the Sky Bet 
League Two side were announced 
with well over 400 tickets already 
sold to Sutton supporters. More are 
expected to be snapped-up over the 
next few days or at the turnstiles on 
matchday 

Sunday’s clash promises to be an 
intriguing match-up. Cambridge 
have lost two of eight home league 
games so far this season and their 
impressive recent form at the 
Abbey Stadium will be tested by 
a Sutton side that has lost just 
twice from nine road trips in 
the league. 

The U’s have gained excellent 
results on their travels at former 
Football League clubs such as 
Tranmere, Wrexham, Dagenham 
and Redbridge and Aldershot, all 
of which will give them plenty of 
confidence going into Sunday’s game. 

Having enjoyed so much success in 


last year’s competition which saw 
the U’s go out to eventual winners 
Arsenal at the fifth round stage, the 
Sutton boss is looking forward to 
the Cambridge test. 

“It gives us two weeks off what is 
the pressure of the league and it’s 
an enjoyable game to prepare for,” 
said Doswell.

“I think where we’re at is a great 
credit to the players,” he said. 

“We’ve played 19 games now and 
I think Premier League teams have 
played eight or nine. 

“These are part-time players and 
yet they’ve been asked to play 19 
games. 

“When you question why a game 
lacks quality then it will lack qualty 
because these lads are asked to play 
a ridiculous amout of games at the 
start of the season.”
